5. Faculty Curriculum Committee Report 


Assistant Dean Barbara MacKay presented Council members with 
an Addendum to Curriculum Report No. 30, as follows; 
"1. Department of Art History 


Course Deletions: 
Arth 244, 426, 427, 343, 455, 459, 249, 425 


2. Department of Art Education & Art Therapy 
Programme Revisions: 
The requirement which reads 
"6 (credits from) art history 244, 249, 425, 426, 427" 


is to be replaced by 
"6 (credits from) Art History 370, 371, 373" 


The requirement which reads 


"6(credits from) Art 261, Art 460, Sculpture 465, or Art 
History elective" 


is to be replaced by 
"6(credits froms) Art 261, Art 460, Sculpture 465, or Art 
History elective from Group B, C or F" 


As a result of the motion passed May 27th with respect to 
the restructuring of the Art History Programme further discussion 
was necessary as some concern had been expressed about how some 
of the new courses in the programme would affect other areas who 


are served by art history. As a result agreement has been 
reached and the following courses can now be deleted; Art History 
244, 426 and 427. There remains one course Art History 250 


(Principles and Practices of Art History) and discussions are on- 
going about the retention of this course. 


Also, agreement has been reached between the Curriculum 
Committee and the Department of Art Education & Art Therapy with 
respect to the Canadian-content courses in the new Art History 
programme.

MOTION; (MacKay, Sherman) "moved the acceptance of the 
Addendum to Curriculum Report No. 30"

6. The Alfred Pinsky Medal 


MOTION; (Landsley, Friedland) "move that the awarding of the 
Alfred Pinsky Medal to a student in Fine Arts will be based upon 
the following criteria; 

1) GPA 

2) Significant creative achievement and demonstrated 

ability within discipline 

3) Knowledge of the field 

4) Extracurricular activity in the field, where 

applicable" 


Duval clarified that Council has accepted the recommendations of 
the Ad Hoc Committee regarding the new criteria for the awarding 
of the Alfred Pinsky Medal, however, in order for Senate to deal 
with the changes the motion, as proposed above, must be approved 
by Faculty Council. 


Adams noted that the original motion contained the statement that 
the highest ranking student would be the one whose name would go 
forward for the Governor General s Medal, and not the Pinsky 
Medal . : 


Duval explained that the person with the highest GPA may or may 
not be the Alfred Pinsky Medal Award winner and can still be 
accepted for the Governor General s Medal. 


Parker noted that this proviso was contained in the original 
discussions and asked that the following paragraph be added to 
the criteria; 


"notwithstanding the changes in the criteria for the Pinsky 
Medal, it is acknowledged that the student in Fine Arts with the 
highest GPA would still be considered the Faculty s candidate for 
the Governor General's Award" 


The motion was CARRIED, as amended. 


7. The Planning Process - Guidelines 


Parker referred Council members to the document entitled "The 
Principles of Planning for Concordia" and asked for suggestions 
and/or any general statement Council wished to make regarding the 
planning process. Considerable discussion followed with the 


resulting motions; 


MOTION; (Greenberg, Gabriel-Lacki) "Council endorses the 
spirit of the Principles of Planning but reserves final judgment 
and full endorsement until such time as it is presented with a 
planned implementation" 


CARRIED 


MOTION; (Spensley, Sherman) "that the intent of the planning 
process should be to expedite and facilitate decision-making" 


CARRIED 


8. Permanent Review Committee - Annual Report 


Parker explained that the Permanent Review Committee on the 
Status of Women Committee is a committee of Council and this is 
why this document is being brought forward to Faculty Council. 


Miller believed that the original title of the Committee was 
called Review Committee on Gender-Equity and not on Status of 
Women. She asked that the original motion be researched to 
establish the Committee name. 


Gail Bourgeois, representing the Committee, presented the 
Committe s Annual Report for 1986-87. 


Several questions were posed regarding the present 
composition of the committee and around the fact that, as 
presently constituted,the Committee membership did not represent 
all constituencies within Fine Arts. In addition it was felt 
that the original mandate was not being followed. 


Parker expressed concern regarding these points and noted 
that clarification as to intention and orientations of the 
Committee was needed and suggested that Steering Committee meet 
with members of the Committee to clarify these points and to 
report back to Faculty Council. 


9. University Committee Reports 


There were no reports submitted. 


10. Other Business 


Patry and O Rourke presented Council members with copies of 
Bill C-54, the pornography bill. A basic problem with the Bill 
is the definition of the term erotic and pornographic which will 
result in the serious censorship of work in the creative arts. 
It is asked that this document be forwarded to individual 
Departments for further discussion.
